N otiede Posted in Mills of the 
American Company That 
New Department ls 
Created. 


30,000 MEN ARE AFFECTED 


Age for Retirement to Be Ac- 
cording to Condition of In- 


dividuals, Without Any 
Absolute Rule, 
OLD SYSTEM ENLARGED.

Notices were posted yesterday in the va- 
rious mills of the American Steel and Wire 
company announcing that a pension de- 
partment had been created for the benefit of 
the 30,000 employés of the concern. 

According to the general notice, which is 
signed by President William P. Palmer, the 
new department will have for’ its purpose 
“‘ the retiring from active service and placing 
on a pension roll all employés who have ren- 
dered the company or its predecessors long 
and faithful service, and who have attained 
an age or physical condition which necessi- 
tates a relief from duty."’ 

The general notice does not specify just 
how the pensions will be apportioned or how 
many men will be retired at once. It was 
stated at the offices of the company in the 
Rookery that the details of the scheme have 
not been mapped out yet. The amount of the 
pension fund is not made public, nor does 
it appear what percentage of their average 
wages the retired men will receive as pen- 
sions. 


Conducted in Small Way Before, 


“The company has conducted a pension 
fund tn a small way for tlie last year,” said 
Secretary Alonzo F. Allen, “ and the success 
of the scheme has led to an enlargement of 
the system. While the details of the plan 
have not been mapped out, it will differ from 
the railroad pensions, inasmuch as the men 
will be judged individually. For instance, 
one man may be able to continue in service 
till he is 70 years old, while another may be 
incapacitated at 50. Thus it would appear 
that a fixed age limit is not the solution of 
the problem. I think it is the purpose of 
the Pension board to retire, regardless of 
age, such worthy employés of the company 
as have become incapacitated.” 

Many of the company’s. mills are in the 
East, but in the Chicago district 4,000 men

N. w. HARRIS OFFERS PRIZE FOR 
“AMERICAN PAINTERS. 


Will Entitle Artist to Five Hundred 
Doh ustees Say This Liberali- 
ty Will Result in Much Better Work 
Being Hung—Donor Will Continue 
Prise ‘for Many Years and Makes but 
Few Conditions. 


N. W. Harris, the Chicago banker, has 
made a gift to the Art Institute which the 
trustees consider one of the most important 
received in years. He has offered a prize of 
$500 annually o the best picture by an Ameri- 
can artist hung in the annual exhibit of 
American olls at the institute. This is a 
larger prise than has ever been offered at the 
Art Institute, and as it is to be an annual 
‘feature it is thought by the trustees that it 
will improve the character of the exhibit. 

“The best prize we have at present,”’ said 
Director French, “is the $100 prize offered 
for the best work of a local artist. This new 
prize will be open to all American artists. It 
is one that. artiste will consider worthy of 
their best efforts, and I have no doubt it will 
bring better pictures to Chicago than we 
have had before. If we had several of these. 
prizes it would be @ great influence in secur- 
ing the best work done in America.’’

Italian Tenor the Novelty When Puccl- 
ni’s Opera Is Given Before a Large Audi- 
ence in New York City. 

New York, Jan. 3.—[Special.]—Puccini’s 
“ Tosca was performed at the Metropolitan 
Opera*House tonight and, as is invariably 
the case when ore of the Italian works is 
sung and @ new Italian singer ts to be heard, 
the house was crow4éd to the doors. 

Tonight's performance served to introduce 
to the patrons of the Metropolitan Opera- 
House the Italian tenor, De Marchi. He was 
here in the autumn of 1896 with the last com- 
pany brought to this country by the late 
Colonel Mapleson. He made a pleasing im- 
pression at that time. 

As Cavardossi, the young painter who died 
a victim of the vengeance of Scarpia, the 
tenor had opportunity to display a voice 
and a personality which probably will find 
favor with the Metropolitan audiences.

@ pure Italian tenor, but unusually full and 
heavy in the lower register, wh at times 
it takes a slight tint of the tone.

sky's first Concerto for piano, Beethoven's 
seventh Symphony, and as novelty, a set 
of Variations by Eward Higar. 

The last-named compasition bears the 
opus humber 86, and is, therefore, not so 
recent a product of the English writer's 
creative muse as is the * Cockaigne"’ con- 
cert-overture, which was heard some six 
weeks ago, and which is listed as the for- 
tleth of his works. The Variations were, in 
fact, first played in public in 1809 in Lon- 

; they have had performance since then 
in Germany, but yesterday was the first 
hearing they. have been accorded in this 
country. 

The composer himself has stated that 
the variations are musical portraits of four- 
teem of his friends, but he has said also 
that his work should stand simply’ as a 
plece’ Of music,” andthe Hstener unac- 
quainted with ‘the friends portrayed oan of 
/pecessity but regard the composition as ab 
music, irrespective of the‘ program ”

Washington, D. C.,. Jan. 8.—[Bpectal.}— 
According to the official monthly crop report, 
issued by the Weather bureau today, winter 
wheat wag subjected to. trying temperature 
‘conditions from the 14th till about the 23d, 
during which period extremely cold weather 
prevailed throughout the lake region, cen- 
tral valleys, and Southern States, 

Fortunately for the crop, however, a light 
covering of snow afforded. material protec- 
tion in the principal wheat growing States 
during the period of greatest cold. At the 
close of December the condition of winter 
wheat was generally satisfactory in Mich- 
igan, Indiana, northern portions of Illinois 
and Missouri, andin Nebraska and Kaneas, 
the reports being less favorable south of 
oe Ohio River and in the middle Atlantic 
- States. 

The outlook on the Pacific coast is highly 
encouraging, although drying winds and ab- 
sence of rain in California since the 20th 
have been unfavorable. Moisture is gener- 
ally needed in portions of the upper Missis- 
sippi and central Missouri Valleys, Okle- 
homa, Arkansas, Texas, and California.

INCORPORATION OF TKADxS UNIONS, 

In the January issue of the North Amer- 
ican Review Mr. Carroll D. Wright, United 
States Commissioner of Labor, begins his 
article on “ Consolidated Labor”. by ask- | 
ing the question whether it would not be 
well to conserve the usefulness and check 
the waywardness of trades unions by out- 
right legal incorporation. As incorporated 
bodies the unions would have certain priv- 
ileges and certain restrictions which would 
benefit both them and the general pubiic. 
Combination, says Mr. Wright, is more ofa 
theoretical than an actual evil. “ The new 
‘understanding must involve the freeing of 
public opinion from the idea which makes 
combinations of labor or of capital objects 
of distrust and evils to be throttled. The 
result of combination will be escape from 
the destructive competition of producers 
combating each other in the dark for cus- 
tom and from the hungry competition of 
workmen combating each otber in the dark 
for employment” 

Having. stated his own position, Mr, 
Wright goes on to say that while the 
Knights of Labor have favored the incor- 
poration of labor organizations, labor lead- 
ers are apprehensive of the results of such 
a step. They. are afraid that in case their 
societies are incorporated it will be possible 
to attach their funds under an action of 
contract or tort, and that a hestile judiciary 
might in this way bring them to ruin. It 
may be remarked that in England it has 
been settled, in the Taff Vale railway caso, 
that a body which can inflict an injury can | 
be held responsible in damages for the re- 
sults of thatinjury. The same principle will 
probably (Mr. Wright says undoubtedly) 
hold good in America. 

On the other hand, the distinct advantages 
of incorporation are, in Mr. Wright's 
opinion, both many and great. There will 
be a better standing in court, where the 
} unions will be able to appear as legal per- 
| sons, and enforce their contracts against 

employers. There wilt be a better standing 

with the public, an increase in dignity and 
importance, and the prestige of an incon- 
testable legality. — 

Last of all there will be the sobering in- 
fluence upon the unions themselves, The 
consciousness of recognized position is uo 
emall gain to any body of men. From this 
will flow many important consequences, 
chief among which, as Mr. Wright hopes, 
will be the provision by thé unions of cer- 


violence toward persons or property. In 
this hope Mr. Wright expresses the feelings 
of the public in general. The unions could 
find no better way to strengthen themselves 
and to secure sympathy and support. It 
they can by their own efforts check the 
violence of their members they will show 
a regard both for justice and for sound 
policy. 

Mr, Wright admits that the doctrine he 
teaches is not popular with the trades 
unions, but “as a true friend of organized 
labor” he believes “ the modern tendency 
as shown in the attitude of law in recent 
times will make of them what they really 
-hepe to become—powerful economic fac- 
tors, capable under the law, and capable 
through their responsibilities of dealing 
with that other powerful factor of industry, 
capital itself.” It may be that study and 
reflection will cause the labor leaders to 
change front and try the experiment of in- 
corporation. 


TRIS I8 HARD ON THE TEACHERS. 

Predictions of a “shortage in school 
funds,” with accompanying suggestions of 
shortened terms, reduced salaries, and dis- 
charged teachers, are being made this year 
as in some previous years, *° 

The public may have become so inured 
to these yearly flurries that, being somewhat 
removed from their direct consequences, it 
suffers little real disturbance therefrom. On 
the teachers, however, whose steady and 
absorbing application to their work is the 
oné prerequisite for efficiency in the schools, 


or beneficial. They ought not to be bound 
each year upon the rack of uncertainty as to 
their probable terms of service. 

A committee of the Oivic federation is to 
inquire into the general business manage- 
merit of the board, with a view to ascer- 
taining whether this cannot be placed upon 
a basis of greater efficiency and economy. 
It is hot impossible that it can be. This 
board expends a vast sum of money and for 
varied purposes. Its business organization 
and accounting methods have before been 
challenged, and even if it adopt the limit- 
ed accounting changes requested under the 
city’s new accounting scheme, a competent 
report upon its general business system 
would at least be instructive and might 
somehow conduce to more steadiness here- 
after. 

In the meantime, the board should do 
all it cam to protect the army of public 
teachers from worry over whether they are 
going to continue their employment and 
receive their salaries. It should not permit 
the situation to seem any worse than it 
actually is. 

THE ADULTERATION OF WOOLENS. 

If the figures given by Mr. Jacob Schoen- 
hof in an article in this month's Forum are 
to be trusted the American manufacturers 
of woolen goods cannot complain of a lack 
of protection. A yard of English diagonal 
cloth fifty-six inches wide and weighing 
sixteen ounces costs at the factory door for- 
‘ty-eight cents. The duties amount to sixty- 
eight cents. A yard of a slightly different 
cloth, for which the importer pays the 
manufacturer fifty-six cents, costs, the 
former $1.28 when the customs duties have 
been paid. Serges such a are used as lin- 
ings for men’s wear, costing twelve cents 
a yard abroad, the importer will have to 
ask thirty-seven and a half cents a yard for 
to get a good profit. 

This excessive protection benefits neither 
the American manufacturer, wool-grower, 
nor consumer. The effect of it is to lessen 
‘the use of wool and increase that of cot- 
ton. Last year the consumption of wool 
in this country was four and five-tenths 
pounds per capita, whereas in 1897 ‘it was 
eight and four-tenths pounds per capita. 
The cost of all-wool goods is becoming so 
great that the poorer people cannot afford 
to buy them. ‘They are forced to buy goods 
which are adulterated with cotton. ‘The 
menufacturers use more and more of that 
material in their woolens, so that they may 
be able to furnish the people with so-called 
woolen good» at prices which are within the 
reach the latter.

Raphael of the “ Virgin and Chila 
Emthroned with Saints” Being of 
Ewpeeial Note—London Crities Differ

LONDON, Jan. 8.—It will be private view

Academy tomorrow. There isan interesting 


collection of old masters, the chief feature of 


which is a special collection of paintings and 
drawings by Claude. 

’ Gallery No. 2 is eritirely devoted to twenty- 
five paintings by this artist, while the black 
and white room contains sixty-eight draw- 
ings by him, chiefly pen and bister wash. 


In the chief gallery, No. 3, the place of 
honor in the center of the side wali is given 


to J. Pierpont Morgan's “ Virgin and Chila 
Enthroned with the Saints,” by Raphael. 
This painting is known as the “ Colonna 
Raphael,” having passed into possession ef 
that family from the nuns of St. Anthony 
of Padua at Perugia, for whom it wae paint- 
ed in 1565. 


Many Figures in the Picture. 


The principal panel, 66x66 inches, containe 
a full length figure, less than life size, of the 
Virgin seated on a richly adorned canopied 
throne, with the child on her lap. He is 
blessing little St. John. On the Virgin’s left 
is St. Catherine, on her right St. Rosalia, 
while below at the foot of the throne are 
88. Peter and Paul. Above is the first per- 
son of the Trinity in an attitude of benedic- 
tion, with a golden globe im his hand. An 


adoring angel kneele on either side. 


On the wall immediately opposite hangs 
another of Mr. Morgan’s pictures, a large 
canvas by Van Dycke, 84x56 inches, It is 


a@ full length portrait of a lady in a red dress, 


with a child by her side. 
Mr. Morgan also lends a fine Rubens, a 


portrait of Cardinal Ferdinand of Austria, 
dfessed in armor. A large Titian is hung in 
the center of the wall at the end of gallery 
No. 4. In the same gallery is another pic- 
ture belonging to Mr. Morgan. This is @ 
Rembrandt. 


Colonna Raphael Is Famous. 
Most connoisseurs are familiar with the 
Colonna Raphael, which has been loaned 
at various times to the Paris Louvre, the 
London National Gallery, and the Kensing- 


ton Museum. Critics differ ae to ite attrac- 


tiveness and also as to its value as a type 
of the master. Some are convinced that it 


has undergone in the course of its travels 


changes either from climate or at the hands 


of’other painters. It hag been suggested 


thet the whole lower part of the picture 
was acquired during one of its absences. 
Ite darkness ard éxtraordinary force of 


shadow are characteristic of the Spanish 


school, which, while not necessarily in any 


sense spoiling it, presumabiy has altered it 


from Raphael's intention. Outside the chief 
part of the picture, says one critic, who as- 
sumes thet alterations have been made, 
greater damage has deen done, while the 
background, say behind the Virgin and 
Saints of the main cafivas, remaine admir- 
ably luminous.

intelligent opacity. Raphael wae not re- 
eponsible for that nor for the lack of sub> 
stance in am adoring angel, scrubbed, as it 
were, to nothingness.
